Meet the Minnesota congressmen making it easier 
for mass shooters 
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Minnesota congressmen Kline, Emmer, 
and Paulsen tweeted condolences 
about Orlando while cashing 
NRA campaign checks. 


R ep. John Kline (R-Lakeville) — 
Minnesota’s Most Reprehensible 
Congressman (TM) — and Rep. 
Erik Paulsen (R-Eden Prairie) 
— Minnesota’s Most Reprehensible Con- 
gressman-in-waiting (TM) — were hurting. 
As a nation confronted the worst mass 
shooting in its history, the two lawmakers 
tweeted in mourning. 

‘'Our hearts are filled with grief after the 
horrific tragedy in Orlando,” wrote Paulsen. 

“[My wife] Vicky and I extend our 
prayers to families of victims of terror¬ 
ist attack in Orlando,” added Kline. 

Missing from their heartfelt announce¬ 
ments: They’ve padded their political 
fortunes by taking generously from the 
National Rifle Association. 

Since 2002, Kline has taken in excess 
of $40,000 from the NRA. Paulsen has 
pocketed nearly $20,000. 


But it’s not just Republicans taking 
money from the gun lobby, which is doing 
its best to keep nuts and terrorists easily 
armed for their mass murder adventures. 

Rep. Collin Peterson (DEL-Detroit 
Lakes) joins Kline in the rarified heights 
of the NRA’s money list. 

The 71-year-old, who represents western 
Minnesota from Pipestone to the Canadian 
border, has taken almost $40,000. 

It’s money well spent. 

Peterson co-sponsored 20irs Firearms 
Interstate Commerce Reform Act. It sought 
to allow licensed dealers to sell or deliver 
any firearm, namely handguns, to any state 
when existing law only permitted them 
to do so with rifles or shotguns. The con¬ 
gressman also voted to prohibit lawsuits 
against manufacturers. 

According to the NRA’s grading system, 
Peterson is a “legislator with not only an 
excellent voting record on all critical... 
issues, but who has also made a vigorous 
effort to promote and defend the Second 
Amendment.” He received an A+ rating. 
Kline scored an A. 

Paulsen’s A grade has been dutifully 
earned as well. Over an 18-month period, 
Paulsen voted 13 times to block efforts 


to bring a gun safety measure to the 
House floor. 

Nicknamed “No Fly, No Buy,” the pro¬ 
posal would ban suspected terrorists on 
the FBI’s terror watch list from being able 
to buy guns. It seeks to close the loophole 
for people who the FBI has determined 
should not be on a plane, but can still 
legally purchase firearms. 

People like Orlando shooter Omar 
Mateen, who had reportedly been off 
and on the terror watch list. 

Even those who can’t get into Con¬ 
gress are swimming in the NRA’s lar¬ 
gesse. Fleet Farm heir Stewart Mills, 
who’s trying to unseat Rep. Rick Nolan 
(DFL-Crosby), accepted nearly $10,000 
in NRA contributions in 2014 during 
his first failed bid. 

No other federal candidate that election 
cycle reaped more gun money. In fact, 
according to the Washington Post, the 
NRA spent more than $800,000 backing 
Mills two years ago when the political 
neophyte lost to Nolan by only 3,700 votes. 

Mills, Kline, Paulsen, and Peterson 
all failed to respond to repeated inter¬ 
view requests about their gun votes.

KARMA BOOMERANGS 

A notorious landlord is about to face his judgment day

who didn’t seem to care. 


W hen Ayde Re ales moved 
into the unassuming stone 
apartment complex at 3057 
14th Ave. S. back in 2009, 
rent was an unbelievable $480 a month, 
including utilities. Management took care 
of the place. They stayed out of each other’s 
way. The living was good. 

Around 2012, landlord Stephen Frenz 
purchased the building. He owned about 
40 buildings with more than 1,400 units. 
And he had a reputation of letting his ten¬ 
ants live in filth. 

Minneapolis had cited Frenz for 638 
housing violations since 2013. His build¬ 
ings were rampant with roaches, bedbugs, 
and rodents. 

At 3057, a broken lock on the front door 
was never fixed, allowing vagrants to sneak 
in and sleep underneath the stairs and in 
the laundry room. One of the apartments 
got looted. The toilets on Reales’ floor 
backed up, causing bathrooms to flood 
with fecal water. 

Luis and Jennifer Aguilar, the young 
parents of a seven-month-old baby, have 
thermometer recordings from the winter 
showing their apartment would get as 
cold as 55 degrees — well below city law’s 
minimum of 62. The boilers never seemed 
to turn on, Luis says. The thermostats 
never seemed to work. The baby hardly 
slept at night. 

Elizabeth Ocampo, who is raising two 
children here, says cockroaches would 
scuttle in when she opened her front door. 
She’s had to throw away perfectly good 
mattresses when they became overrun 
with bedbugs. 

When tenants asked for maintenance. 


management offered reassurances not 
to worry, Juarez says. But they delayed, 
never showed, or failed to fix the prob¬ 
lems for good. 

Landlord Frenz would later testify in 
court that he didn’t think he needed to 
do an 5 Thing about the code violations. 

So the tenants sued Frenz through the 
neighborhood group IX Powderhorn Park. 
In order to authorize the suit as a group, 
they had to show that a majority of ten¬ 
ants were in agreement. 

That’s when Frenz invented imaginary 
ones, dressing up three vacant apartments

with spare furniture to pretend they were 
against the lawsuit, according to IX Pow¬ 
derhorn Park’s lawyer, Michael Cockson. 

In the beginning of the case, the court 
allowed IX Powderhorn Park’s housing 
experts to inspect the building. Frenz 
opened up each of the 11 units, which 
looked to be occupied. Three units were 


sparsely furnished, however, containing 
only a bed, or baby shoes without baby 
clothes or toys, or any other sign that a 
child lived there. 

The group was suspicious, and dug into 
Frenz’s rent ledgers and leases. They ran 
background checks on the mystery ten¬ 
ants and subpoenaed Xcel Energy’s utility 
records. When they turned up sufficient 
evidence that Frenz had staged the apart¬ 
ments, the landlord’s lawyers bailed on 
him in mid-trial. 

His new lawyer did not respond to 
interview requests. 

Last week, the court heard closing argu¬ 
ments in Frenz’s case. It’s unclear when 
the judge will decide what sort of dam¬ 
ages, if any, the tenants would be entitled 
to. In the year since the lawsuit was filed, 
Frenz has tenaciously revamped 3057. 

It just goes to show that Frenz had repair 
money all along, says tenant Jesus Magana. 

Since remodeling started, life at 
3057 has become complicated in other 


ways. Construction workers hammer early 
in the morning and late at night, cutting 
off the water frequently and without 
notice, Magana says. Contractors often 
enter units without permission, hastily 
excusing themselves when confronted. 

Tenants say management has offered 
them $5,000 apiece to move out by the 
end of the month. 

Norma Jaurez is not interested. She 
can’t predict what the judge will decide, 
but she’s hoping for some restitution for 
the months she lived in squalor. And now 
that it’s being remodeled, she wants to 
stay in her apartment with some kind of 
a rent freeze. If Frenz raises rent, she’s 
not sure where she’ll be able to go. 

‘When he saw me in court, he was like, 
‘Hi Norma, what are you doing?”’ Jaurez 
says through an interpreter with a roll of 
her eyes. “It’s weird because he always 
had money. While people are throwing 
out their things, he’s just washing his 
hands.” -susan du

MINNESOTA’S PROUD, 
RESILIENT GAY RODEO 
gets back in the saddle 


T he Florida air was thick as 
Mark Larson mounted a 
fiery bull at a rodeo outside 
Miami. The former Mr. Inter¬ 
national Gay Rodeo Associa¬ 
tion rubbed a sticky rosin along the rope 
and his gloves to improve his grip. 

Larson hung tight as the bull began 
kicking, though 
eventually he felt himself 
slipping. Admitting 
defeat, he tried to let 
go. But in the intense 
humidity the rosin 
formed a glue-like 
substance. His clenched fist was fused 
to the rope. He was stuck in his rigging. 

Dangling at the bulks side, Larson 
repeatedly tried to reach the tail of his 
rope — an emergency release of sorts — to 
no avail. With every attempt the bull would 
hip-check him, knocking him beneath 
its heavy hooves. As the bull stomped on 


Larson’s back, a rodeo clown rushed to 
try to free him, only to catch a goring of 
his own. 

By the grace of God or the clown’s 
relentlessness, eventually Larson broke 
free. Despite the thrashing, the seasoned 
cowboy tried walking off on his own, but 
passed out and was taken to the hospital. 

‘T was OK,” he says. ‘T 
mean, I couldn’t walk. It 
was a couple days before 
I could walk.” 

At 53, Larson believes 
he’s one of the oldest bull 
riders on the gay rodeo 
circuit. He gave up bronc riding a while 
back and knows his competing years 
are almost up. His body can’t take much 
more. Over the past 25 years, he’s torn 
muscles and broken both of his wrists and 
legs getting trounced by bulls. Through 
rodeo he’s traveled the country, and even 
to Australia and the Netherlands. He’s rich

in experience, but the gig’s never been 
a money maker. Even riders who clean 
up at a gay rodeo often only win enough 
to cover the trip. To make serious cash, 
contestants would have to leap to the pro 
circuits, and few (if any) do. 

Forty years ago, the first gay rodeo was 
held in Reno, Nevada. After struggling to 
find a venue willing to host a gay rodeo, 
founder Phil Ragsdale secured a home

We weren’t real men. That was just the 
attitude of the time.” 

The rise of gay rodeo coincided with a 
greater cultural embrace of the country- 
western lifestyle. Disco was dying, and

at the Washoe County Fairgrounds. The 
inaugural charity event drew 125 people. 

The following year Ragsdale formed 
the Comstock Gay Rodeo Association 
and made the benefit an annual gig. By 
the early 1980s, more than 10,000 people 
were showing up. Gay rodeo associations 
in other ranch states started to form. In 
1985, the local groups banded together as 
the International Gay Rodeo Association 
(IGRA) — an amateur, charity-driven 
alternative to professional rodeos. It 
was a place free from judgment and 
discrimination. 

“The early years were marked by 
homophobia, by an unwillingness to 
cooperate with us because gays shouldn’t 
even have a rodeo,” says IGRA president 
Bruce Gros. “How can gays be cowboys? 


as John Travolta moved from Saturday 
Night Fever to Urban Cowboy, country 
songs started filling big-city barrooms 
like never before. 

One night Colin Smith was walking 
around downtown Minneapolis when 
his ear picked up a twangy oddity spilling 
out from the Annex bar at the Gay 90’s. 
Curious, he popped in and found a dance 
floor full of men and women country 
dancing. For years each Sunday the club 
hosted a live country band. Across the 
river, St. Paul’s oldest gay bar, the Town 
House, also became a two-stepper’s 
paradise along University Avenue. 

In 1989, a group of Smith’s friends 
ventured to the IGRA finals in Phoenix 
and they returned longing to start a rodeo 
crew of their own. With a handful of guys 
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at the reins, the following year North Star 
Gay Rodeo Association was recognized 
as an official member of the IGRA. Its 
ranks quickly swelled to more than 100 
members within the first two years. It 
sounded like ‘'quirky fun,” so Smith signed 
on with the fledgling group. 

Even before North Star put on its first 
rodeo, the IGRA decided to bring its annual 
convention to the Twin Cities. During the 
1992 convention, the dates for the first- 
ever North Star Regional Rodeo were 
greenlit. The next year, the group began 
prowling for cash and sponsors, trying to 
get the $40,000 needed to throw a rodeo. 
After scraping together the funds, the 
inaugural rodeo served as a 1993 Pride 
week kickoff. 

Minnesota’s gay rodeo was born. 

^ IN THE RED ^ 

While gay rodeos feature most of the same 
competitions as straight rodeos — bull 
riding, steer wrestling, calf roping — the 
“camp events” help loosen the crowd’s 
bolos. The popular goat dressing event 
has two-person teams trying to slip a pair 
of tighty-whiteys on a tethered goat. 

Another fan favorite pits three people 
(one of whom is in drag) against a bucking 


steer. In short, the trio attempts to direct 
the roped bovine across the finish line 
while the queen-for-a-minute tries to 
mount it. 

“When somebody gets dressed up as 
the Statue of Liberty and is jumping on a 
steer that’s running full speed across the 
end of the arena — it takes a lot of skill, but

it’s a crowd-pleaser because it’s funny,” 
says Mark Larson, a longtime North Star 
member. “They like to see these outrageous 


costumes.” 

But the country craze began to fade by 
the late ’90s. While two-steppers and line 
dancers still turn up in dusty bars like the 
Minneapolis Eagles Club today, the trend 
had peaked, Larson says. The North Star 
Gay Rodeo Association endured two long 
stretches without its annual flagship event. 
After losing money in back-to-back rodeos, 
the association was broke in 1998. That 
year a Miata raffle backfired, adding to 
their cash woes, and they decided to hang 
up their lassos until they could get out of 
the red. Members continued competing 
in other IGRA events, but Minnesota was 
without its gay rodeo until 2003, when 
North Star caught up on its bills. 

Not long after they were back up and 
running. North Star hit another snag. In 
2008, with the economy in a tailspin, the 
rodeo was another financial flop. They 
decided not to throw one the next year. One 
year off turned into two, then three. Casual 
members bailed and the recruit pool 
shrank. According to current president 
Jacob Griffin, at one point North Star’s 
ranks plummeted to 10 members, one- 
tenth of what it used to be. Organizational 
burnout set in. A small, dedicated cadre 
held North Star intact, but they needed 
help to get the rodeo back.

went without a rodeo and each year 
away pushed an aging club further into 
obscurity.

One shot in the arm came from 
Griffin, who was recruited in 2014 for 
his event-planning savvy. “I didn’t even 
know there was a rodeo association in 
Minnesota,” recalls Griffin. “When you 
think of Minneapolis you don’t think of 
the country lifestyle.” His experience with 
the Twin Cities Pride Festival gave the 
group hope. But they would need more 
than hope. They needed a rodeo man.

parade. The less flamboyant guys who 
looked like everyone else from middle 
America never seemed to make the cut.

bars in Texas, where he now lives on the 
outskirts of Fort Worth. He still wasn’t 
sure about drag queens, but it was there 
he made a life-changing discovery. While 
out one night, a friend tipped him to the 
local IGRA chapter. As an adrenaline 
junkie practically raised on a horse, 
Fraikes started competing right away. 
He was hooked. 

In his nearly two decades on the 
circuit, Fraikes has gained something 
more valuable than the trophy buckles 
he’s accumulated. 

“When I hooked up with the Texas 
Gay Rodeo Association... and started 
meeting masculine men that didn’t fit 
the stereotype I was told, it was like a 
breath of fresh air,” he says. “Oh my gosh, 
so I’m gay and that’s OK.” 

Now the Texas man is busting his hide 
to ensure Minnesota cowboys can have

the same opportunities. 

Having worked with the IGRA, Fraikes 
was aware of North Star’s plight. He knew 
the ins and outs of putting on a rodeo, 
and a friend invited him to join and help 
rejuvenate the struggling chapter. It was 
his John Wayne moment, he the rough- 
and-tumble cowboy come to save the day. 
Instead of shooting greasy bank robbers, 
he’d be drafting contracts, filing abstruse 
insurance forms, and upholdingthe animal 
safety requirements necessary to put on a 
rodeo. Bland but critical. “Without Gene 
we would’ve been in trouble,” Griffin says. 

In 2015, the new recruits helped end 
the rodeo hiatus with a two-day event 
at Hugo’s Dead Broke Arena (an ironic 
choice given North Star’s past money 
problems). The turnout was modest but 
it was good enough to break even. 

North Star considers it a victory given 
the circumstances. Membership has risen 
and is now back up to 80 active members. 
And they’re bringing back the rodeo again 
this year. From July 29-31, bull riders, 
chute doggers, and barrel racers from 
around the country will again storm the 
dusty Hugo arena. In year two of North 
Star’s comeback, Griffin expects 1,000 to 
1,500 people per day, with buses hauling 
in out-of-towners and city slickers from 
Minneapolis (advance tickets are $10). 

“Having the rodeo start last year was 
great, but it’s more important that we’re 
having it again this year,” Griffin says. 
“If we didn’t we would have lost all the 
momentum.”

if not outright hostile, place for gays. 

“It’s not even close to what it needs 
to be,” Fraikes says. “It’s like back in the 
days when gay marriage was just a dream. 
That’s where we’re at with rodeo right 
now. Most of your straight rodeo guys are 
pretty homophobic.” 

While Gros stops short of calling 
contemporary straight rodeo homophobic, 
he sees the tension between an uber 
masculine tradition and a more inclusive 
future. He mentions a friend who’s worked 
for the Professional Rodeo Cowboys 
Association—the largest rodeo-sanctioning 
body in the country—for 30 years without 
feeling he could come out there. He recalls 
an incident years ago when straight cowboys 
threatened to lynch a member of Gros’ 


IGRA, as there are fewer opportunities 
for them to compete in rough stock events 
(hull and bronc riding) in the mainstream 
rodeo circuit. 

Fraikes and Griffin dream of a day when 
rodeo can just be rodeo, regardless of sexual 
orientation. But for the past 40 years, gay 
rodeo has provided a place where athletes 
can partake in a cowboy culture that might 
have otherwise left them in the bleachers. 
It taught Fraikes to embrace all pockets 
of the LGBT community, even if they’re 
a different color of the rainbow. 

‘My acceptance level has stretched open 
because of being able to accept myself,” he 
says. “I’m not sure anything is a big deal 
to me anymore.”

Meal delivery services inspire home cooking — but not in the way you might think

T he question of what's for dinner 
is forever nagging. Even if you 
like to cook, it nags. And nags 
some more. 

An ever-growing list of meal delivery 
services is cropping up to answer this 
question, and to help with getting 
ingredients and recipes into your hands, 
quickly and easily. We tried three of these 
services for a week each. 

BLUE APRON 

COST: $59.94 FOR THREE MEALS (FOR 
TWO PEOPLE)

I take delivery of a box that’s roughly as 
heavy as a toddler in a laundry basket. I’m 
on the run, so I stuff the whole thing in the 
fridge. Upon unpacking, the ingredients 
look high-quality and attractive but there 
is a lot of packaging. I can’t resist tucking 
away some of the diminutive baggies and 
portion cups for later use. Each item is 
individually wrapped and labeled, down 


to two scallions labeled “scallions.” 

At first I’m skeptical that a single 
meal will be sufficient to feed myself 
and my boyfriend, who has an appetite 
best described as “Hungry Man,” so I 
cook two meals at once. 

There’s no room for error in the recipes 
— it’s like painting by numbers. You 
needn’t any prior culinary knowledge 
at all, as no knowledge is inferred. Don’t 
know how to cook rice? They’ll tell you 
how. Can’t figure out how to roast a 
vegetable? It’s in there. 

The produce is in good shape with 
no discoloration or bruising, and the 
proteins are hormone- and antibiotic-free. 

All of the dishes are well-seasoned but 
dry. There’s no sauce or condiment, and 
it’s tempting to slather everything up 
in more butter, more sour cream, more 


hot sauce. The temptation proves too 
much, and that’s just what we do. If you 
can resist doing such a thing, the meals 
hover around 500 to 800 calories per 
portion, so there’s a healthy bonus to 
eating this way. 

This is a fine, on-the-go midweek meal 
to fix and forget. Not memorable in any 
way, but perhaps that’s just the point.

By now my bo 5 ^iend is having a Pavlovian 
response to packages in the vestibule. He 
suspects the neighbor’s Amazon delivery 
is food for him. 

Local Crate is based in Minnesota 
and uses name chefs and purveyors as 
partners. The box is smaller and contains 
less packaging than Blue Apron’s. Instead 
of each and every item occupying a 
distinct plastic baggie, here much of the 
produce shares a more environmentally 
friendly brown paper bag, which seems 
more logical. All the ingredients arrive 
intact, bruise-free, and in good shape. 

The seitan dish requires a lot of 
chopping (tomatoes, garlic, potatoes, 
shallot, poblano, and carrots). If you 
find your zen while wielding a knife, 
you’ll be in heaven. If knife work is time- 
consuming misery for you, then less so. 
The dish, while tasty, is plagued by the 
same problem as the Blue Apron dishes 
— dryness — and we once more look to 
the kitchen for some makeshift sauce, 
condiment, or dressing. 

Things improve with the chicken g 5 n*os, 
which are nicely seasoned and come with 
a tzatziki dressing. Thus far, it’s the best 
meal of the experiment, with pleasant 
spice, but I have to knock off points for 
the accompanying gluten-free bread. 
Since when did we all collectively decide 
to become gluten-free? And this bread 
contains almost 30 ingredients, rather 
than the standard four in traditional 
bread. I’ll never believe this is better 
for the body, especially since I’m not 
allergic to gluten. 


We grab this meal on the way to the 
cabin, a way I’d highly recommend you 
use the service. Are you a camper or cabin 
person? Think of these meals when hitting 
the road. They eliminate waste and the 
fuss of making sure you remembered 
everything, which you never do.

I order Hello Fresh because I hear that 
the flavors exceed those of the other 
services and by now I’m ready for some 
truly delicious meals. 

The box arrives packaged so beautifully 
it’s like Christmas morning. This alone 
could be an enticement to the service. 
There is also less waste than Blue Apron. 
Radishes are allowed to roll loosely rather 
than sit inside a plastic bag labeled 
“radish.” Who among us is unable to 
identify a radish? 

The salad arrives (you guessed it) sans 
dressing. By now I’m beginning to wonder 
if I’ve been eating food wrong all these 
years, with like, condiments and sauces 
and stuff. The suggested lemon and oil 
recalls my mother’s ’80s diet regimen. The 
chicken and spinach salad is otherwise 
fine but not notable.

I cook and eat a final meal of pork chops 
with pesto, quinoa (quinoa is another 
darling of these services, along with 
gluten-free things), and roasted veggies, 
solo. I must admit it takes the apathy out 
of cooking and eating alone, and beats 
the cliched solo dinner of refrigerator 
scraps. Single folk, take heed: This could 
be just the thing for dinner one night, 
lunch for work the next day. 


THE TAKEAWAY: 

If we had to choose one of these services 
again, we’d choose Local Crate, for the 
local connection and somewhat tastier 
recipes. 

The best part about meal delivery 
services is the delivery aspect, eliminating 
the hassle of driving, parking, loading, 
unloading, and all of the other verbs 
associated with grocery shopping. 

Beyond that, even the simplest recipes 
in the simplest cookbooks (choose 
anything with the words “fast,” “easy,” 
or “simple” in the title) turn out to be 
more worth your trouble when it comes 
to finished dishes. There are few of the 
meal delivery service dishes we’d ever 
think to cook again. 

But it did get us back into the kitchen. A 
place we remembered we really like to be. 
Savvy shopping and the most rudimentary 
cooking skills proffer something far better 
(and way, way less expensive) than the 
somewhat canned experience you get 
with cooking by numbers. 

Closing the lid on the computer, we 
dusted off the cookbooks and got our 
knives sharpened up. Cooking. It’s what’s 
for dinner. 03

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SELF-REFLECTION 

Brian De Palma would never make a movie like De Palma

S O many of Brian De Palma’s movies 
revolve around sexually charged 
murders, stories that demand our 
attention to detail, that become 
exercises in active viewing. Sisters’ split 
screen. Blow Out’s field recordings, and 
Body Double’s voyeuristic camera lens 
all force our eyes and ears to multitask, 
navigating our way through dense sensory 
environments as we filter the signal from 
the noise. 

Even when we give our undivided 
attention, there’s sometimes misdirection 
to throw us off — characters peel off their 
masks at the end of Mission: Impossible, 
revealing that we haven’t actually been 
seeing what we’ve been seeing. 

De Palma, the new documentary by 
Noah Baumbach and Jake Paltrow, doesn’t 
hold us to the same exacting standards. 
The co-directors place a camera in front 
of their subject and passively observe as 
he discusses his entire filmography at 


length, going from one film to another 
in chronological order for the entirety 
of their study on the influential director. 

As if to reinforce his reputation as a lone- 
wolf auteur with iconoclastic tendencies, 
there are no other voices to complement 
or contradict De Palma’s: The filmmaker 
has become both interrogator and suspect. 

Interspersed with his insights and 
analyses are clips from the movies in 
question: Phantom of the Paradise, Carrie, 
The Fury, Scarf ace. The Untouchables, and 
Mission to Mars, to name just a few. When 
he goes deep on the student films he made 
with a then-unknown Robert De Niro, 
casually referring to legends like ‘‘Bob” 
and “Marty” as the close friends they are, 
it feels like cinephile fan service — the 
closest that iTz, Mom! enthusiasts will ever 
get to a Stan Lee cameo in a Marvel movie. 

De Palma is essentially director pom, all 
De Palma all the time. The indulgence is 
apropos of a filmmaker often pigeonholed 
as a pervert for killing off his sexed-up 
female characters at alarming rates. 


Still, you’d think it might have occurred 
to Baumbach in particular that such a 
straightforward approach belies the 
aesthetic complexity of his subject. Maybe 
this is why last year’s While We’re Young 
devolved into a screed on the ethics and 
aesthetics of documentary filmmaking. 

De Palma makes for a compelling 
interviewee all the same, and everyone 
who’s casually dismissed him as a 
perverted voyeur based on his movies will 
be disarmed by his go-to exclamation of 
“holy mackerel” and affable nature. Is this 
really the same guy who famously killed 
off Angie Dickinson in that elevator from 
Dressed to Kill? De Palma never deflects, 
owning his failures as readily as he fondly 
recalls the ones that came together just 
right. The Untouchables did gangbusters, 
but following it up with Casualties of War 
and The Bonfire of the Vanities did little 
to endear him to viewers. 

Ironically enough for what amounts to 
an auteur study, De Palma also serves to 
remind that even filmmakers who exert

near-total control over their work have 
to contend with outside forces: ratings 
boards, Hollywood fat cats, test-screening 
audiences. De Palma, now 75 and four 
years removed from his most recent film, 
is confident that he’ll never work within 
the studio system again; in hindsight, it 
seems improbable that such a justifiably 
stubborn director ever did in the first place. 

Perhaps as a result of his decades in and 
out of those studios, we sometimes see 
De Palma equating financial success with 
the overall merit of a film as a whole — he 
makes no bones about wanting his art to 
be enjoyed by others. But there’s no one 
formula for making a film that appeals to 
both its creator and multiplex crowds. By 
the director’s own admission, he didn’t 
always hit the mark. Too bad De Palma 
doesn’t either. B3

Mu Performing Arts wrestles with 
the Asian-American dream

fter Sandbox Theatre’s boxing- 
themed Queens, the unofficial 
Andy Boss Thrust Stage 
pics continue at Park Square 
Theatre with Mu Performing Arts’ world 
premiere of Victor Maog’s tot: The Untold, 
Yet Spectacular Story of (a Filipino) Hulk 
Hogan. The boxingringhas nowbeen turned 
into a pro-wrestling venue for the real and 
imagined battles of a young immigrant in 
Reagan-era America. 

The boy is named tot (Randy Reyes), and 
he’s rejoining his parents after an eight-year 
separation during which tot was raised 
by his grandmother (Mary Ann Prado) in 
the Philippines while his mother (Hope 
Nordquist) and father (Eric ‘Togi” Sumangil) 
worked to establish themselves in California 
Now nine, tot is finally brought to live 
with his barely remembered parents, and 
meets his younger sister, Kitty (Stephanie 
Bertumen, Reyes’ real-life sister). 

Tot is fascinated with pro wrestling, a 
spectacle that resonates with the seething 
anger the boy feels over having been 
dislocated from the only life he’s ever known. 
He imagines a wrestler named the Orbiter 
(Torsten Johnson), who becomes a vehicle 
for tot’s allegorical batde with the American 
Dream (incarnated by Bertumen wearing 
a star-spangled muscle suit). 

Maog’s complex script has elements of 
satire, but fundamentally it’s a heart-heavy 
dramatization of how it might feel to be a 
child like tot, struggling with culture shock

and racism while also comingto terms with 
the loss of a beloved guardian. 

As director, Reyes lucidly tracks the play’s 
multiple layers — which often overlap, as 
when the simultaneous actions of tot and the 
Orbiter mirror each other in their parallel 
universes. Both as actor and director, Reyes 
finds exactly the right tone, embracing the 
story’s absurd elements without losing touch 
with its very real, pained humanity. 

The entire cast is very good, particularly 
the women. Nordquist is riveting as amother 
trying to rebuild a relationship with her 
son under difficult circumstances. As tot’s 
grandmother, Prado embodies quiet dignity 
without falling into saintly stereotype. Reyes 
and Bertumen are surprisingly convincing 
as kids, Reyes constantly punching the air 
or running in circles in a perfect portrait 
of a child’s frustration. 

Though it’s been a longtime since Hulk 
Hogan was a paragon of pop-culture 
masculinity, the themes of this Untold, 
Yet Spectacular Story resonate deeply as 
America’s presidential election becomes 
a referendum on the demonization of 
immigrants. Over the course of the show, 
Neil Diamond’s immigrant anthem 
“America” is heard multiple times, and in 
this context it sounds chillingly ironic. 03

Meet the Twin Cities mega-collector who’s slowly selling off his massive music collection

F ive years ago, Kristin Gillespie 
could hardly walk around her own 
house. Her husband’s vast music 
collection kept getting in the way. 
“Music is a big part of our life, I love 
music,” she says. “I’d just like to be able to sit 
in my house and not trip over something.” 

For more than 30 years, James Gillespie 
filled his house with vinyl, CDs, cassette 
tapes, and instruments, the spoils of decades 
spent working in the music industry. At its 
peak, his collection included 20,000 vinyl 
records, 5,000 CDs, 500 cassette tapes, and 
dozens of instruments — from guitars to 
banjos to drum sets. 

For the last five years, James has been 
selling off that collection from the front yard 
of his home during garage sale weekend in 
northeast Minneapolis. Now his unwieldy 
stash is down to a more manageable 8,000 
pieces, with the remainder representing 
his most prized artifacts. 

There are his original Stooges albums, 
his original mono Beatles LPs, his full Tim 


Hardin set, and his Alan Lomax collection 
from the early ’40s, just to name a few. 
There’s even a collection of extremely rare 
Sicilian and Irish folk music. 

“I just love obscure music,” James says. 
“Not for the point of obscurity, but because 
I’ve never heard it, and because it’s a real 
window into a whole other way of life.” 

One of the most expensive albums he 
owns, estimated at around $400, is the 
banned British version of Jimi Hendrix’s 
Electric Ladyland, which features a dozen 
fully naked women holdingHendrix albums 
on the cover. 

“It was never released in the States 
because if s just naked women,” he explains. 
“It’s a great cover.” 

John Beggs, owner of Road Runner 
Records in south Minneapolis, has known 
James as a regular at his store for 15 years. 

“It’s not your usual garage-sale fare,” he 
says of James’ collection. “He’s got lots of 
good stuff of all genres, and everything’s 
in good condition.” 

Vinyl sales are making a comeback, 
Beggs says, so he’s happy to pluck quality 


used records from 
James’ annual sale. 
Good used records 
are what make 
stores special, 
he says, since 
there’s only a 
finite amount and 
everyone wants 
the best ones. 

Despite the 
vinyl resurgence, 
James says the 
music industry is 
still reeling from 
the effects of the 
internet. That’s 
part of the reason 
he started selling 
off his collection 
in the first place. 

As a student 
at the University 
of Minnesota 
in the late ’60s, 
James worked as 
a music critic for 
the Minnesota Daily and then briefly for 
the Star Tribune. He soon realized he had a 
drinkingproblem For five years he managed 
the Electric Fetus in south Minneapolis, 
despite having a college degree. 

“I had my bachelor’s degree and I was 
really pissed off that I was working in a 
fucking record store for $1.35 an hour,” 
James says. “But on the other hand I was 
an alcoholic and they put up with me.” 

Eventually he sobered up and started 
writing advertisements for the Fetus. Later, 
he was hired as a copywriter for Musicland 
Group, Inc., the former Minneapolis-based 
retailer that dotted malls with Musicland 
and Sam Goody stores in the ’80s and ’90s. 
That launched his 25-year career writing 
commercials for major music retailers and 
ad agencies like Best Buy and BBDO. 

In the late ’80s, James even helped 
write one of the nation’s first commercials 
featuring rap music for Minnesota-based 
food giant Hormel. He says his superiors 
were very hesitant to run it. 

“I had a fight with all these straight white 
dudes from Austin, Minnesota who were 


like. What is this music? Is it going to be 
around six months from now?”’ 

In2005, Best Buy laid off James and most 
of its other music employees, James says, 
partially because CD sales had plummeted. 
He decided to start selling off his collection 
as a way to make some extra money. 

“I had no desire to get rid of all my stuff,” 
James says. “It was a combination of things, 
but mostly it was kind of driven by a need 
to make some more money.” 

Kristin says she’s glad to get some of her 
house back. The stacks of music took up 
most of the basement, and spilled over into 
a few other rooms. “He even had some of 
the laundry room,” she says, laughing. 

She plans to restore the sewing room 
and finish up their old music room. That’s 
where she and James used to play music 
together (she plays the autoharp, he plays 
guitar). Still, she knows how difficult it’s 
been for James to get rid of a collection he 
truly cares about. 

“He should get an honorary PhD in 
music,” Kristin says. “He’s got over a 
thousand music books.” 

James says he always considered himself 
sort of an archivist, saving the music that 
would otherwise be lost to the world. But 
now he can usually find even the rarest 
albums streaming on the internet. The irony 
isn’t lost on him, either, considering it’s the 
internet that cost him his job. 

“It is ironic,” James says. ‘What’s even 
more ironic, in a way, is I’m such a fan of 
the Apple Music site... and in some ways I 
actually listen to music more now.” 

Beggs says vinyl sales will never be as high 
as CD sales were a decade ago. Streaming 
seems to be the future, even though it’s less 
profitable than physical sales for artists, 
labels, and retailers. But Beggs thinks the 
steady rise of vinyl sales is due to intangible 
reasons, driven simply by buyers who deeply 
love music — people like James. 

James thinks the downsizing of his 
treasured collection is probably for the best. 
The sales are bringing in extra money, and 
he’s connecting with fellow music lovers. 
Besides, who has the time to actually enjoy 
20,000-plus albums? 

“There’s just not enough time left in my 
life to listen to all this stuff,” he says. 03

Motion City Soundtrack, one of the biggest 
Minnesota rock ’n’ roll exports ever, are 
breakingup. The group announced the split 
earlier this year, simply stating “for now we 
are done.”

^ recently synced my phone contacts 
I to my Twitter account. When I was 
I scrolling through the list of people who 
A turned up from my contacts, I saw a 
username that looked out of place. It was the 
account of a low-key traditional-guy friend 
of mine. To my surprise, on the account he 
was dressed as a woman in a few of the 
pictures and was with another Twitter user 
who is a popular dominatrix in the area 
where he lives. Fm sex-positive and support 
people who are gender nonconforming, of 
course. I also work for a porn company, so 
I don't judge anyone who participates in 
BDSM. My concern is that I don’t know if 
this person is aware that his account can 
be found via a regular old social media and 
phone sync. I don’t want him to get outed 
for being a fetishist or possibly being gender 
questioning or transgender if he does not 
want to be out. Should I give him a heads 
up? Should I keep my mouth shut? I want 
to be respectful. 

KNOWING ISN’T NECESSARILY 
KNOWLEDGE, YES? 

Send that traditional guy a note, KINKY, 
but ‘'bury the lead,” as they say in the news 
biz. Instead of opening with those particular 
photos being easily accessible to all, open 
with the relevant facts about yourself: ‘You 
know I work in porn, and I’m not fazed by 
BDSM or sex work or any sort of gender- 
related sex play, and Tm a big supporter of 
gender-nonconforming people as well as 
the trans community” Then let him know 
what you found, how you stumbled across 
it, and how to adjust his privacy settings. 

My name is Peter and I’m a longtime 
fan. I’ve also been very involved with the 
Human Rights Campaign and their work 
in getting the Equality Act passed. I’m 21 
and only recently out of the closet. I opened 
up about my sexuality after the passage of 
marriage equality last June and have since 
been a proud gay man. It seemed that since 
marriage equality, our community was only 
goingup. Even the passage ofIIB2 didn’t make 
me cynical about the future. But this recent 
shooting has changed my world completely. 
Eightingfor equality in housing, education, 
and employment seems like a joke after this 


massive act of violence in Orlando. I’m looking 
to someone in the community for guidance. 

PETER 

They don’t win—the haters don’t win— 
when they chase us, beat us, or kill us. They 
win when we stop fighting. 

Please don’t stop fighting. 

And please don’t despair. Hundreds 
of thousands of us died in the 1980s and 
’90s when hate, fear, greed, racism, and 
negligence intersected with a deadly virus. 
A lot of us felt then the way you do now— 
that it was over, that it was hopeless, that 
the coming out and the organizing and the 
fighting had been for nothing, and that 
everything we had won up to that point 
was meaningless. And then we got up off 
our butts and we showed them—we showed 
those motherfuckers—that the fight in us 
was greater than the hate in them. We 
showed them that we were stronger and 
smarter than they were, we showed that 
fucking virus that we were stronger and 
smarter than it was, and we made it clear 
to them that we were not going to shut up 
and die quietly or go back into the closet 
and die alone. 

And we had only each other for a while 
there—for a long while. For years we fought 
alone. 

Look at who is on our side today—all 
good and decent people ever 5 rwhere. The 
president of the United States and the next 
president of the United States. Look at 
the rallies, look at the vigils, look at the 
outpouring of love, sympathy, and support. 
Don’t look at the killer. Don’t look at the 
haters. Don’t look at the vile comments left 
by shit people on Twitter and Facebook. 
Look at the good. Look at the love. Look 
at the good and loving people inside and 
outside the LGBT community and take 
strength from their love and support. 

Then get out there and fight.
